The recent earthquake whs probably 
the severest ever felt in this immediate 
section. Although it was terrible in its re- 
sults at Charleston, 8. C , and elsewhere 
on the Atlantic coast, yet it was not equal 
to the fearful shock experienced in 1811, 
h spent its force principally in the 
tern part of this State, and in Mis- 
souri. Or this latter, Collins' History of 
Kentucky furnishes a vivid description of 
the great convulsion, as told by men on 
boatsdescendingthe Mississippi, and who 
were in the midst of the terrific scene. A 
It was mid- 
night of December 16, 1811. The phe- 
nomenon commenced by distant rum- 
bling sounds, succeeded by discharges as 
if a thousand pieces of artillery were ex- 
ploded ; the earth rocked to and fro, and 
vast chasms opened. The current of the 
ississippi was driven back upon its 
source with the greatest velocity for sev- 
eral hours. The waters were dammed. 
Boats then floating on the surface shot 
down the declivity like an arrow from a 
bow, amid roaring billows and the wild- 
s were en- 
gulfed and the crews drowned. 

'The earth on the shores opened in 
wide fissures and closing again threw the 
water, sand and mud in huge jets higher 
than the tops of the trees. The atmos- 
phere was filled with a thick vapor of 
gaa, to which the light imparted a purple 
tinge. Hills disappeared and lakes were 
found in their stead, while again numer- 
ous lakes became elevated ground. In 
Fulton Counly, Ky., a lake was formed, 
which remains today, and is called Reel- 
Foot. It is seventeen miles long and 
two and a half wide; in places it is over 
twenly feet deep. The deadened t 
still stand in it. The lake is a great re- 
sort for all kinds of water-fowl and full 
of excellent fish.

WASHINGTON NEWS NOTES 



REVENUE CUTTERS' OFFICERS EX- 
PERIENCE OF THE EARTHQUAKE. 



Atmospherical Disturbances on the Oesan 
Caused by tbe CobtiUIoiii of the Earth. 
The War Department Known Nothlne of 
the Escape of Geroulino— InoldrnN, 
Washinoton, ftapt 4.— Officers of the rev- 
enue cutter Kwing, which has arrived «it Bal- 
timore, relate the following remarkable ex- 
perience in I-ower Chesapeake Bay on Tues- 
day night, about the hour that the first 
earthquake shocks were felt on land: The 
Ewing left Fortress Monroe on Tuesday after- 
noon, and all went well till between U aud 
12 o'clock that night At that time a strong 
gale came out frcm the north, catching the 
Ewlng In the vicinity of Smith's Point ' All 
at once there was a strange aud weird ap- 
pearance about everything. Nothing looked 
natural In tho heavens the stars were shoot- 
ing in all directions, and the breaking seas 
ware charged with phosphorus to such a pro- 
nounced degree that no one on board recol- 
lected tver seeing such a display. 

The fixed star seemed to move, and balls of 
fire first appeared on one bow, then on the 
other, which Pilot Madegan thought were 
vessels lights, and kept an anxious watch as 
ha progressed. It was only when they be- 
came general that the pilot found that they 
were due to atmospherical disturbance. A 
base peculiar to earthquake countries was

KvANKVii.i.n, lud., Sept. 4.— The Cumber- 
land Telephone company, through tn « lr at- 
torney, Hon. D. B. Kumlar, entered criminal 
and civil proceedings against the members of 
the city council, but owing to the lateness of 
the hour, warrants ware not served, but will
